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Buriram Province is divided into main districts, Mueng 
Buriram and Prakhonchai Districts, where there are six 
volcanoes, including the Kradong and Khaokok.In the 
Chalermpvakiat District, there are four volcanoes: 

1. The Phanom Rung volcano is located in Phanom Rung 
Historical Park (UNESCO World Heritage Site) and 
people believe it to be the Temple of Shira. 

2. The Phraibat volcano. 

3. The Khao Lub volcano, site of the War Khao Lub. 

4. The Khao Angkhan volcano resembles a serpent and is 


considered the site of Mangala, element of Buddha. 
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The Suk Su District hosts the Nuddhathe Cotton 
Occupation Group where fine, colorful and 
beautiful clothes are manufactured by local artisans. 
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Utilizing volcanic soil, Mangala's manufacturing process 
involves the production of cotton from the earth's clay. The 
cotton is then being dyed with fermented line until the weaving 
process "Phu AKanee " takes place.
